},900,000. A majority of the new concerns in- 
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corporated are engaged in mining and over one-half of 
the capital represented is invested for the development 
of mining properties. The total for November in 
these states was the largest for the corresponding 
month of any year since 1901, notable as the year when 
the great industrial concerns began to incorporate. 








Unrtit the year 1899 Great Britain was the leading 
coal producing country of the world, but this indus- 
trial position is now occupied by the United States. 
Our total production of coal last year amounted to 
392,919,341 short tons, having a value at the mines of 
$476,756,963, and this output was nearly 50 per cent 
larger than that of Great Britain and more than double 
that of Germany. 








THE NEW Canadian tariff provides for a bounty on 
pig iron made in Canada from Canadian ore. Most 
of the iron produced in Canada in the past has been 
made from foreign ore, but it seems likely that a deter- 
mined effort will now be made to-develop the iron ore 
resources of the Dominion. In this effort many Amer- 
ican prospectors will probably join and American cap- 
ital will be interested.

subtle fluid. It now seems, however, 
that the immediate possibilities of electric heating and 
cooking have beén greatly exaggerated. That is to 
say, it is hardly likely that we shall warm our tootsies 
or have our underdone chops cooked by electricity 
for some time to come, on account of the practically 
prohibitive cost. In a paper read recently before the 
National Electric Light Association, Mr. James I. 
Aver showed that in order to compete for cooking 
with gas at $1 a thousand feet (which is taken as the 
average rate in American cities) electricity must be 
furnished at a rate not to exceed 5 cents per kilowatt 
hour, which would enable the average amount of 
cooking for a family of four persons to be done by 
electricity at a cost of about $6 per month. Such a 
rate for electricity is regarded as absurdly low at 
present, and it is therefore not likely to become at 
once an important competitor of gas. 








THouGH the United States has not yet followed the 
example of most European countries by adopting the 
postoffice savings bank system many 
The Post people use the postoffice run by Uncle 
oe Sam as a depository for their savings, 
Savings Bank. : 
nevertheless. A recent case reported 
from Cleveland, Ohio, will illustrate how it is done. 
A dispatch from Cleveland says: “Yesterday after- 
noon, Vincenzo Gatto, an Italian plasterer, bought 
$3,500 worth of money orders preparatory to sailing 
next week for his old home in Sicily. He has had 
the money on deposit in a bank, but on going away 
for a few months he determined to hand his money 
over to Uncle Sam rather than leave it in the bank. 
He, therefore, bought thirty-five $100 money orders 
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payable to himself and now feels safe, for even if he 
loses the orders the money will not be turned over to 
anyone else, and if he wants any of the money while 
in Italy all he has to do is to send for it and the cash 
will be forwarded. 

“Although Gatto might have secured from $50 to 
$75 interest on his money while away he preferred 
to pay $10.50 for the orders and feel sure that his 
money is in good hands while he is away from Cleve- 
land. The postoffice authorities say that such cases 
are not rare, particularly among foreigners who are 
going back home.” 

Foreigners accustomed to the postoffice savings 
banks of their native lands have sublime faith in Uncle 
Sam as a banker and prefer to do business with him 
instead of with banks or express companies. An im- 
mense amount of money order business is done with 
the postoffices all over the country, especially at this 
season of the year, by thrifty sons of Htaly, Poland, 
Hungary, Austria and other European countries who 
send cash presents to their relatives “at home,” but 
the use of the United States postoffice as a savings 
bank in fact, though not in name, is by no means con- 
fined to foreigners. Many a true blue American pins 
his faith to United States money orders and converts 
his spare cash into them, regardless of the fact that 
they cost money to buy and draw no interest. Espe- 
cially is this the case with actors, many of whom (when 
the ghost walks) buy postoffice money orders payable 
to themselves in-New York, Chicago, or elsewhere, as 
a safe means of saving their money for the dull season. 

There is plenty of evidence that the country is ripe 
for the establishment of a savings bank system in con- 
nection with the United States postoffice. 








More and more, as the years roll away, it is coming 
to be recognized that the organization of members of 
tion the various professions for the joint 
of Heating &study of problems arising in their work, 
Ventilating jis not merely desirable but essential to 
Engineers. the securing of the best results. This is 
the end sought by the American Society of Heating 
and Ventilating Engineers which maintains perma- 
nent’ headquarters in the city of New York and will 
soon move into more convenient and commodious 
quarters in the great Engineering building, now near- 
ing completion. 

Greater interest than ever before is now displayed 
by the heating and ventilating engineers in the work 
of their association. The latest development is the 
organization of state chapters, distinct from, but affili- 
ated with the national society. [Illinois has just 
effected a separate organization of this kind, the IlIli- 
nois chapter having been established a few days ago 
at an enthtisiastic meeting of Illinois engineers, held 
in Chicago. _The parent society recently adopted an 
amendment. to its by-laws, providing for these local 
or state chapters, and the wisdom of thus getting 
together the members of the national society who live 
comparatively near one another—in the same state, 
at all events—is shown by the large number of appli- 
cations for membertship that are being received from 
‘heating and ventilating engineers. The officers of 
the new Illinois chapter report that when the appli- 
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cations now in hand are acted upon the number of 
Illinois engineers enrolled in the parent society will 
have been doubled. 

Almost the first official act of the Illinois chapter 
was the appointment of a committee on legislation to 
prepare a ventilation bill for presentation to the state 
legislature, which meets next month. This bill will 
be drawn in terms similar to those of the statutes of 
New York and Massachusetts governing the ventila- 
tion of public buildings, and is a much-needed meas- 
ure, though it is only fair to say that careful scientific 
attention is now being given to the ventilation of large 
buildings in the city of Chicago. It will be.a decided 
advantage to the cause of scientific heating and venti- 
lation, however, to have an official body of engineers, 
like the Illinois chapter, to take cognizance of all such 
matters. 








From the annual report of the Commissioner of Pat- 
ents for the year:1905. it appears that 54,034 applica- 
tions for patents were made by inventors 
during the year and 30,270 were issued 
as against 435 patents issued in the year 
1837 which began the history of the 
Patent Office under the statute of 1836. The total 
cash received in the office in 1837 was $29,289 and the 
expenditures were $33,506. In 1905 the total receipts 
were $1,806,758 and there was a surplus for the year 
of $327,124. 

Besides the patent business transacted last year the 
Patent Office received 16,224 applications for regis- 
tration of trade-marks and registered 4,490. There 
was a large increase of trade-mark applications during 
the year, the filing-fee having been reduced from $25 
to $10 by the new trade-mark law of February 20, 
1905. The applications for trade-marks numbered 
nearly seven times as many as in the preceding year 
and the applications for patents having also increased 
by 2,866 during the year, the Commissioner asks Con- 
gress to provide an additional force of examiners and 
clerks. This request will undoubtedly be granted, es- 
pecially in view of the fact that the balance to the 
credit of the Patent Office in the Treasury of the 
United States on January 1, 1906, was $6,190,991. 

In proportion to population more patents were issued 
to citizens of the District of Columbia than to those 
of any of the States or Territories—1 to every 1,201. 
Next in order were the following: Connecticut, 1 to 
every 1,225; Colorado, 1 to every 1,359; California, 1 
to every 1,425; New Jersey, 1 to every 1,482 ;.Massa- 
chusetts, 1 to every 1,560; Illinois, 1 to every 1,649; 
New York, 1 to every 1,654; and Ohio, 1 to every 
1,964. Pennsylvania shows up with one patent to every 
2,159 of population and Michigan with one to every 
2,470, while South Carolina brings up the rear with 
one to every 19,147. 

As to foreign patents, 987 were granted to citizens 
of Germany, 770 went to England, 413 to Canada, 303 
to France, and 125 to Austria-Hungary. Japan and 
Mexico were granted 13 each and China claimed on: 

In the list of inventions those connected with the 
various metal industries and the hardware trade occu- 
pied an important place.

ning behind in the competitive race, it was economy 
to put in the new machinery, even though it involved 
throwing out the machines of which he had been so 
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justly proud only a year previous, and which had 
cost what was in itself a fortune: It was simply a 
case of good business judgment.”

A new metal called monel is being produced at the 
Canadian Copper Co., Sudbury, Ont. It consists of a 
compound of copper, nickel, iron and one or two other 
minerals, which are found in the district, and its 
importance, says The Canadian Manufacturer, lies in 
the fact that it is much less costly than nickel, is less 
liable to rust, and will serve all the purposes that is 
served by that metal in the industrial world. The 
company have got beyond the experimental stage, and

Co., who recently visited the Sudbury mines, says that 
the reception accorded the new metal, combined with 
the fact that it costs very much less to produce than 
nickel, as the costly refining process is dispensed with, 
while it fulfills all the purposes for which nickel is 
famed, affords grounds for believing that it is to play 
an important part in the future. The new metal is 
said to be of equal ductile strength with nickel, and to 
possess all its other essential qualities.

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CADILLAC, MICH., AND STOVE WORKS. 








The Cadillac, Mich., News and Express reports that, 
as representatives of the Cadillac board of trade, 
Messrs. Charles E. Russell and Walter Kysor have 
visited Plymouth, Olio, where they investigated the 
working of the various stove manufacturing plants, 
including that of the company whose representative 
recently visited Cadillac, looking over the city’s facili- 
ties for a stove manufacturing enterprise. 

“The object of their visit,” says the News and 
Courier, “was not alone to determine the standing of 
the company which is considering a proposition to 
locate here, but to learn the value and relationship of 
the location of a stove works in a city containing an 
iron plant, such as is now located in Cadillac, and to 
compile accurate data with reference to the manu- 
facture, sale, and shipment of stoves.

KALAMAZOO STOVE CO. GROWS. 








The Kalamazoo Stove Company is preparing to ex- 
pand again and this time the importance of the institu- 
tion among Kalamazoo’s manufacturing concerns will 
be augmented by the addition to their product of a 
complete line of gas stoves, cookers, ranges and heat- 
ers, for the use of manufactured and natural gas, says 
the Kalamazoo (Mich.) Telegraph. Orders for the 
patterns for these stoves have been given and it is the 
intention to have the goods ready for the market by 
April I, 1907, or in time to catch next summer’s trade. 

Speaking of the value of this change, A. H. Dane, 
secretary of the company, said to a Telegraph reporter :

By 
the addition of a line of gas stoves we will have a 
heavy summer trade and will thus be able to keep our 
force intact at all times and very materially increase 
the volume of our business.” 

“Will that mean an increase in the size of your plant 
and the number of hands employed?” was asked. 

“We hope so and expect so,” replied Mr. Dane. “If 
the demand for the line anywhere equals our sale of 
ordinary stoves it will mean that we will have prac- 
tically to double our capacity in the next five years.”

FOLDED FOR SHIPMENT 





At a recent meeting of the superintendents and 
foremen of The Yale & Towne Mfg. Company of 
Stamford, Connecticut, the president of the company, 
Mr. Henry R. Towne, was presented with a beautiful 
silver loving cup. The presentation speech in behalf 
of the foremen and superintendents was made by 
Vice President Schuyler Merritt, while the new vice 
president, Mr. F. H. Taylor also addressed the as- 
semblage. 

At this meeting President Towne announced an in- 
crease of wages and piece rates for the 3,000 employes 
in the Yale & Towne works. This increase applied to 
the earnings of all the employes except those on sal- 
ary, and it was stated that the salary list will be con- 
sidered separately and increases made with regard to 
merit. The Yale & Towne Mfg. Company have rec- 
ognized that although the average rates in their works 
are higher than at any previous period, a review of 
these rates was expedient. under the present indus- 
trial conditions. The readjustment of rates will prob- 
ably involve an addition to the annual pay roll of the 
company of upwards of $75,000, which added to in- 
creases of $45,000 made not long ago, makes an ag- 
gregate recent increase of $120,000 per annum. The 
new day rates went into effect December 1, but the 
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revision of the piece rates, upwards of 20,000 in num- 
ber, necessarily requires time. It is expected, how- 
ever, that all of this work of revision will be com- 
pleted so that the new piece rates can go into effect on 
or before January 1.

HARDWARE SHIPPERS COMPLAIN. 








Hardware manufacturers and shippers of Philadel- 
phia are complaining of the freight rates and high dock 
charges make by the Pennsylvania R. R. They point to 
the fact that the virtual monopoly of the Delaware 
River waterfront enjoyed by the railroad enables it to 
name rates for freight and dockage which menace the 
continuance in Philadelphia of the increasing export 
business created by the demand in Europe and South 
America for hardware manufactured in the United 
States. 

The matter has been taken up by the Manufacturers’ 
Association and a plan formulated to communicate 
with the various steamship companies and the Penn- 
sylvania railroad for the purpose of entering into an 
agreement whereby Philadelphia will be placed on an 
equal footing with other centers of export trade, and 


thus be enabled to compete for foreign business.

SYSTEM FOR THE RETAILER. 





System is the great factor that enables manufac- 
turers, jobbers, department stores and catalogue 
houses to do business on close profits. Safeguard 
methods are in use by them that insure thoroughness 
and quick action all along the line, and goods do not 
get away from them without being properly booked, 
nor is credit given indiscriminately. In these days of 
sharp competition, the retailer must do business sys- 
tematically—everlasting application and knowledge of 
business are bound to win out, and had he been 
awake to conditions twenty years ago as he is to-day, 
the mail-order catalogue house would not have made 
the inroads on his business that it has in many places. 

The retailer has all kinds of competition to meet— 
for many manufacturers, jobbers and catalogue houses 
go direct for his trade. Notwithstanding this the re- 
tailer is bound to be the main distributor and intro- 
ducer of goods direct to the consumer and will com- 
mand the cream of the trade in his locality, by doing 
business in a thoroughly modern way, by being well 
equipped with capital, carrying stock well adjusted 
to the demands of his trade, goods classified, con- 
veniently and attractively arranged, displayed and 
priced and giving careful attention to extending credit 
and collecting. Selling high grade goods at legiti- 
mate prices, standing back of them and giving satis- 
faction to his customers. Doing business thoroughly, 
promptly and safely—learning, improving and doing 
something all the time. He should be a judicious ad- 
vertiser and, in addition to newspaper and circular ad- 
vertising, use his store windows and store interior to 
good purpose. 

The successful retailer, says John A. Hanson, a 
director in the New England Hardware Dealers’ Asso- 
ciation, must be a master of details, for the nature of 
his business is indeed varied—local orders by telephone 
to be delivered or called for, orders taken by clerks, 
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some of which are charged, some paid for and some to 
be paid for when delivered or called for. Many orders 
received to be shipped by freight, express or mail. 
Other orders received for odd goods to be ordered 
specially and often made to order, and other orders 
for goods to be shipped direct to customers from fac- 
tories. He certainly needs modern business methods 
in use to safeguard these varied transactions and in- 
sure prompt, definite and positive results—cash, credit 
and delivery methods that are thorough in detail and 
from which records are obtained showing that no 
goods are being delivered without having been charged 
or paid for. 

Stock should be carefully. watched and new goods 
ordered in good season—the systematic use of a want 
book is important. Copies of all orders placed should 
be kept and shipments hurried accordingly. Many 
merchants have interchange accounts with competitors 
—when goods are so obtained they should be recorded 
so that a check-off can readily be obtained when bills 
are received. Invoices of goods purchased should be 
carefully checked, priced and figured, and a clear rec- 
ord kept of all freight received and the charges on 
same. Some merchants consider freight as expense— 
on many lines of merchandise freight charges are 5 to 
10 per cent of cost and should be considered as addi- 
tional cost of goods.

“YOUNG SNIPS’ ’’ HEATING PROBLEM. 





The heating problem submitted to the readers of 
THE AMERICAN ARTISAN in the issue of December 8 
by “Young Snips” has called forth a number of inter- 
esting replies, among which are the following: 

Chicago, December 10, 1906. 
To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

In answer to “Young Snips” I will say he has omit- 
ted to give the height of the ceiling and how the church 
is built—whether exposed or not. 

My idea of heating an auditorium where I can favor 
the furnace by locating on west or north side, is to 
get the heat into the room with the least friction to 
warm air, and where rooms are to be heated at same 
time on first floor, place a damper in large main pipe 
to regulate flow of air to rooms below. In such a job 
“Young Snips’” plans might work, but cold air ducts 
must be connected to furnace from each room, and 
an extra sized furnace is required to do the business:

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NEW VENTILATING SYSTEM. 





A new ventilating system is to be manufactured by 
The H. E. Thompson Manufacturing Company re- 
cently incorporated at Louisville, Ky., with a capital 
of $50,000. They will build a factory in Louisville 
for the manufacture of a patented automatic ventilat- 
ing system. Architects are now working on the 
plans. Mr. H. E. Thompson, the inventor, is the man- 
aging director of the company. His system is ap- 
plicable to skylights, fire windows, cellar doors, man- 
hole covers, sidewalk lights, etc. It consists of a mov- 
able cap with stationary bottom, and is operated by 
means of a lever, spring motor, electricity and weights, 
or by hand, as may be most convenient. The object 
of the invention is to exclude the elements, while per- 
mitting the light to pass through, and at the same 
time to afford a ready means of ventilation. It is 
also designed to automatically open and close all ven- 
tilators throughout the building, to accurately locate 
undue rise of temperature in the building, register its 
number, as well as that of the floor, apartment, room 
and the degree of heat contained therein. The heat 
can be regulated to any degree desired. The ventilat- 
ing apparatus is constructed of cast iron in different 
finishes, and is claimed to perfectly regulate the in- 
take, eliminate drafts and exclude dust. It is adapted 
either to single rooms or to a whole building, and 
is easily installed in new or old structures. It has 
been submitted to the test of experts and is said to 
have been pronounced by some of the highest authori- 
ties on ventilating systems to be simple and practical. 
The company will also manufacture steel ceilings and 
all kinds of light sheet iron work. 
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MODERN MECHANICAL VENTILATION. 


The first president of the new Illinois heating and 
ventilating engineers’ chapter is Mr. T. J. Waters, 
chief engineer of the Chicago Board of Education. 
It may be of interest at the present time to recall the 
results of a comparison recently made by Mr. Walters 
for the purpose of ascertaining the cost of installing 
heating and ventilating plants in Chicago public schoo! 
buildings at two different periods. 

Two three-story school buildings were selected for 
the comparison, one of which, the Horace Mann school. 
was built in 1889 with a system of direct and indirect 
radiation installed at a cost of $13,718. The other 
school, the Fulton, was built in 1894 and the system 
used was one of indirect radiation, the installation 
costing $6,080. 

In the former building, with the direct and indirect 
system of heating, and mechanical ventilation, the 
cold air is introduced through galvanized iron ducts 
in the basement by means of a disc fan, which i 
operated by steam power to points where indirect 
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radiators are located; thence through the radiating 
surface to the class rooms. 

The second building is equipped with modern heat- 
ing and ventilating apparatus of the type which has 
been used in all the public school buildings of Chicago 
for the last twelve years. This system is described 
as follows: “Sections of vertical radiators are erected 
in the basement in such a manner that the air is drawn 
from the outside by means of a fan or blower, oper- 
ated by an engine. The air is forced through the 
radiating surface to a warm-air distributing chamber, 
thence through individual ducts to each class room. 
At the central point of distribution air at two different 
temperatures is manipulated automatically by the 
combined influences of a thermostat and damper, the 
former located in the classroom and the latter in the 
duct leading thereto. The maximum temperature in 
the top chamber is 160 degrees Fahr., and the mini- 
mum temperature in the lower chamber is 68 degrees 
Fahr. When the temperature of a room reaches 70 
degrees the thermostat automatically changes the posi- 
tion of the damper in the duct to an intermediate 
position, so that a sufficient amount of air at the maxi- 
mum and minimum temperature is admitted to main- 
tain the required temperature in the class-room. 

The building on which this latter system of venti- 
lation is employed was: found by Mr. Waters to be 
by far the best ventilated of the two, so that as the 
outcome of the official comparison it-was determined 
that under the newer system of indirect radiation 
more satisfactory. results are obtained than with a 
system of the old type—and at less than one-half the 
cost.

The plan of combining municipal exhibits with 
manufactures of cities has struck a popular chord, 
and commercial organizations are exerting efforts in 
this direction that promise to result in many cities 
being represented.

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MORE KINKS FROM SALT LAKE, 


To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

I am very glad to see that my “Kinks from Salt 
Lake” succeeded in awakening some one to the idea 
of the benefits of resuming our old plan of swapping 
“kinks” through the columns of this paper. 

In answer to “One of the Kinkers,” I take pleasure 
in giving a few of the many methods of describing 
an oval. 

The longest, and the most nearly scientifically cor- 
rect of these three methods is given in figures 1, 2 and 
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3. This is the eight-centered oval, and is so nearly 
accurate as to fit without trimming, even in quite small 
sized articles. 

Make lines AB and CD at right angles to each 
other, and set off the length and width you wish your 
oval to be, as shown by points A, B, 1 and 2 of Fig. 1. 
Next construct diagram, Fig. 2, as follows: make lines 
EF and EG at any convenient angle, and on EF 
set off Ec just one-half the minor diameter, and Ed 
one-half the major diameter. Then with E as center, 
strike the arcs from c and d to the line E G, meeting 
it atm and n. Connect c and n by a straight line, and 
make db and am parallel to cn. Then the distance 
E to a on line E F will be the radius for the end arcs. 
Set dividers E to a and with one point at A in Fig. 1, 
mark 3, and from B mark 4. Then with 3 and 4 as 
centers strike arcs 5 7 and 68, and with the distance c 
to d of Fig. 2 as radius, and with X of Fig. 1 as 
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center, strike the circle in the center, cutting the arcs 
at 5,6, 7 and 8. From each of these points draw lines 
through the centers 3 and 4 as shown by 5 v and 7 w 
to limit the end arcs. Then with dividers set from 
E to b of Fig. 2, locate the side centers in Fig. 1 by 
spanning from 1 to D and from 2 to C. Then draw 
lines from C through 7 and 8, and from D through 
5 and 6, which will limit the side arcs. Then with 
same radius and C and D as centers draw the side

arcs, and with 3 and 4 as centers and Ea of Fig. 2 as 
radius, strike the end arcs as shown from v to w 
through A, and the same at the B end. Thus you 
have both ends and both sides of your oval, and the 
four remaining arcs are drawn with 5, 6, 7 and 8 as 
centers, and this last radius is equal to one-half the 
sum of the two semi-diameters, or one-fourth the sum 
of the two diameters. 

Fig. 3 is a simple manner of getting the radius 5 u, 

















etc. On the line yz set off half the long diameter, e 
to f, and half the short diameter, f to g, then e to g is 
the sum of the semi-diameters, and h, midway be- 
tween, is half that sum, and is equal to radius 5 v, etc. 

You now have the complete eight-centered oval with 
the centers at C, D, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7 and 8. 

Figure 4 shows manner of describing an oval by the 
string method mentioned, though not described, in my 
former article. 
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With the dividers spanned one-half the major diam- 
eter, place one point at C, one end of the minor diam- 
eter, and strike arcs cutting the long diameter at A 
and B. Then drive a nail at A, one at B and one at 
C, and tie a string tightly around the three, and re- 
move the nail at C, and with point of pencil or scratch 
awl draw the string snug and mark around inside of 
string. This method would be absolutely correct if the 
string would not stretch, and if you could keep it at 
the same tension at all points. Also an objection to 
this method is the nail holes in metal. But in many 
cases this would not amount to much, as a drop of 
solder will fix them easily. And for foot-baths or 
other large galvanized iron articles this plan is all 
right. 

Fig. 5 is another method, and one which I use quite 
often, but it is not quite so nearly perfect as either of 
the others. It is, however, a very short method, and 
is good enough for many purposes. Draw a square 
as shown with two of its corners at the extremities of 
the short diameter, and extend the sides as shown, for 





NO FIRE AT FOLLANSBEER’S PLANT. 





The statement has appeared in some daily and trade 
papers recently, that a fire occurred December 1 at the 
plant of Follansbee Brothers Co., manufacturers of tin 
plate, sheet iron, etc., at Follansbee, W. Va. This was 
wholly an error. Follansbee Brothers Co. have had no 
fire whatever and their mills continue in their regular 
full operation. It is announced from the company’s 
main office at Pittsburgh that within a few days their 
new steel works will be started in connection with the 
mills, largely increasing their facilities. 

The erroneous report arose from the fact that a fire 
did occur in the town of Follansbee at the plant of the 
Sheet Metal Specialty Co., located a considerable dis- 
tance from the Follansbee Brothers Co.’s mills and not 
influencing their operation in any respect whatever.

A new and improved kind of metal tiling has been 
placed upon the market by the Northrop, Coburn & 
Dodge Company, 31 Cherry street, New York, with 
the claim that it is better than any other kind of metal 
tiling because it looks more like the real thing. An- 
other feature and a very important one claimed in its 














limit lines. Then using each of the four corners of 
the square as center, strike the four arcs. 

It is not necessary in all cases to have the corners 
of the square reach just to the ends of the short diam- 
eter, but you could go on indefinitely drawing ovals 
outside of ovals, using the same square. 

Try it; it is not so bad. You can describe an oval 
bottom in this way, on the iron you wish to use, and 
before cutting out, burr the body and set it on and see 
if you have it just the right size. If it is not correct 
you can make another, either inside or outside of it, 
using the same centers.

tute for porcelain or ceramic tiling, “real” tiling, as it 
is popularly called. 

“No-Co-Do” tiling is made of a light weight of 
Bessemer steel specially treated so as to insure protec- 
tion against rust. It is the same material as is used 
in making the celebrated Northrop steel ceilings and 
walls, the first stamped steel ceilings made. 

After being stamped each sheet of steel material is 
dipped by hand in a tank of specially prepared rust- 
proof paint, care being taken to see that each sheet is 














Wainscot No, 77 “No-Co-Do” Steel Tiling, 
fully covered on both sides and on all edges. A final 
finish is put on by hand after the tiling has been 
shipped and finally erected, and any kind or color of 
finish can be used. Good white enamel paint generally 
gives the best reproduction of real tiling. 

One reason why “No-Co-Do” tiling so closely re- 
sembles the real thing is because the joint is pro- 
duced by stamping in the lines, and stamping them 
deep and clear, no “striping” whatever being required. 
It can be applied to any kind of wall, to anything that 
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will hold nails, and it is so easily erected that skilled 
labor is not necessary except on very elaborate work.

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Trade Report. 


HARDWARE. 


There is no decrease in the volume of business being 
done in the hardware trade, in spite of the fact that 
the end of the year is close at hand. Merchants are 
exerting pressure to secure goods from the manu- 
facturers, every effort being made to hurry shipments, 
and the demand for holiday and fancy goods is un- 
precedented.. This condition is largely due to the 
prevalence of general prosperity, although the mer- 
chants’ anxiety to secure shipments is also created by 
the freight-car shortage and the possibility of further 
increases in manufacturers’ prices. The advances 
which have taken place in the cost of raw material 
make it altogether likely that the manufacturers may 
continue to advance prices. Scarcely a week passes 
without merchants receiving notification that old prices 
have been withdrawn on staple and special products, 
which naturally renders them desirous of replacing 
stock without delay. 

The recent advance of $2 a ton in prices of wire 
products came as a surprise to the trade, but is re- 
garded as justified by the conditions. Demand for all 
kinds of wire products continues strong, in fact ab- 
normally so. The advance, which went into effect 


December 4, has in no way lessened the demand. 
Quotations on tacks exhibit an upward tendency and 
slight ‘changes have been made in the discounts on 


other goods in this line. 

The Buffalo, N. Y., Courier said December 11: 
“Local dealers announced yesterday that the prices 
on all grades and kinds of stoves had been advanced 
from 5 to 6% per cent. The manufacturers have 
raised prices owing, it is stated, to the advance in 
cost of raw materials. Pig iron, for instance, is now 
selling $8 higher per ton than it sold a year ago. 
Stoves which have been selling at retail for $25 will 
now cost the buyer $27 to $28.” 


» TIN PLATE. 


The tin plate market is firm without being quotably 
higher. Consumers are said to be caused considerable 
inconvenience by the belated shipments from Europe. 
Tin plate mills in Wales are congested with orders. 
Foreign plates are slightly easier at 15s. Prices are 
quoted at $4.09 for 100-lb. coke plates, f. o. b. New 
York, and $3.90 f. o. b. Pittsburgh.

SHEET ZINC. 


The price of sheet zinc jumped up Dec. II 10 cents 
per hundredweight. The price now stands at $8.10 
per 100 pounds, f. o. b. smelter, subject to the usual 
discount of 8 per cent. ,This raise is due to the ad- 
vance in spelter and zinc ore. The demand continues 
brisk, despite the higher figures asked by the producers 
because of the scarcity of zinc ore. 


COPPER. 

Copper is considerably stronger than at last report, 
having made a phenomenal advance in price December 
10, being now far above. the highest price ever touched 
before. Lake copper jumped up $5.60 a ton and both 
electrolytic and casting $2.80. The advance in the 
foreign market was about equivalent to that of the 
home market, being about £1 a ton. Even this record- 
breaking price is likely to be exceeded in the near 
future. Many eastern brokers even declare it will go 
nearly $50 a ton higher before the winter is over. 
All say they believe there can be no permanent reaction 
before spring. 

Copper has been going up steadily for a yéar or 
more. To show the enormous jump, the records of 
one year ago show that both lake and electrolytic 
copper were quoted at 18.25 to 18.50 cents a pound. 
This means that in the past year electrolytic advanced 
$99.60 a ton and lake $110.80 a ton. Casting rose $108 
in the same period. 

While the demand for copper has greatly increased, 
there has been no growth in the world’s supply, and 
the demand being likely to grow even stronger in the 
future it can be seen that prices may well continue to 
have an upward tendency.

MERCHANT BARS. 

‘ Steel bars are quoted for early delivery at $1.80, 
Chicago. The demand seems to be falling off. On 
iron bars prices are still being quoted by manufacturers 
at 1.84%c to 1.89%c tidewater. The majority of iron 
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THE AMERICAN 


bar dealers are quoting the top price. The demand is 
good. Most mills are far behind in making deliveries 
on outstanding contracts. Average prices now range 
from 1.80c to 1.85c, f. o. b. Pittsburgh. Some of the 
eastern mills are offering bars in the Pittsburgh mar- 
ket at a figure slightly lower than this. The eastern 
jobbing trade is asking ai4c to 2%4c base, full extras, 
from store. 


PIG IRON. 


The pig iron market is still very firm, though liberal 
importations of British iron have somewhat relieved 
the situation at the seaboard. Desirable brands of 
foundry grade are as scarce as ever and unheard-of 
prices are charged for the small lots of spot that are 
being offered. The demand is so insistent that though 
buyers are not willing to pay all of the extreme prices 
demanded, yet the domestic product is quickly snapped 
up whenever the selling price is in reasonable propor- 
tion to the quotations on foreign iron. The large 
amount of British iron already imported and engaged 
has undoubtedly done much to relieve the tension in 
the American market. 

The production for November was of record-break- 
ing character, the domestic furnaces having produced 
within 9,000 tons of the output in the longer month of 


October. 
In the Chicago market the bulk of the demand is for 


second and third quarter delivery, though many con- 
sumers are busily engaged in the endeavor to supply 
their current ‘wants. No. 2 Southern Foundry is now 
quoted at $23 Birmingham, for spot delivery, and $21 
for first quarter. Northern No. 2 is quoted at $26.50 
to $27.50 Chicago. 

For Scotch and English iron, the asking prices are 
still $24.25@25, as to furnace and quality, most of the 
arrivals thus far having been sold promptly on arrival, 
if not disposed of while still on the way. 

Though spot Alabama iron is quotable for eastern 
delivery at about $23 at the furnace, even paying the 
high prices asked does not ensure the delivery of the 
iron, as the railroad congestion appears to be getting 
worse and worse. Quotations for first quarter:

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Matthew Addy & Company will say in their weekly re- 


port: 

“The tone of the pig iron market is, if anything, strong- 
er than it was a week ago. The car situation, which has 
been distressing for some time, has grown steadily worse, 
until now it amounts to a calamity throughout the country, 
especially in the South. In buying iron for prompt ship- 
ment consumers no longer ask if it is on hand, but want 
to know if it is loaded on cars or en route. Although efforts 
are being made in every direction to relieve this situation, 
no immediate remedy is in sight, and there is quite an 
accumulation of pig iron on the ground waiting to be loaded 
on orders that are far behindhand. 

“Quotations for prompt shipment vary, but iron en 
route will bring almost any price, depending of course on 
how badly it is needed. 

“A noticeable feature of the market is the interest 
being shown in regard to the last half of 1907. While some 
of the iron masters feel that they do not care at the present 
time and under present conditions to offer iron for ship- 
ment so far ahead, quite a number are actually selling for 
that delivery. Inquiries for last half shipment are becom- 
ing very numerous, and prices are growing steadily firmer. 
Very little material is left now for the first quarter, and 
no great quantity for the second. One of the largest fur- 
nace interests in the country has withdrawn entirely from 
the market for the first half. Foreign iron is being con- 
tracted for in considerable quantities, and although this 
helps in a degree to relieve the present strenuous situation, 
so little dependence can be placed on delivery of ocean ship- 
ments during the winter months that consumers dare not rely 
entirely on this source. Manufacturers of steel are in short 
supply, and are eagerly picking up what little lots of ‘off’ 
iron are to be offered for prompt shipment. 

“In the South several furnaces have recently had to 
blow out for repairs. The winter so far has been wonder- 
fully open, and with weather conditions as admirably adapted 
to outdoor work as they have been it is alarming to think 
what the situation may be when real winter sets in, and cold 
and snow. combine with the other things that have so terri- 
bly handicapped shipments. 

“The coke situation is strong and inquiries are plentiful.” 


Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their 
weekly report: “The scarcity of all grades for delivery 
this year is more pronounced than ever and the available 
supply for the first quarter is very limited. Throughout 
the week the market has been active for various deliveries 
and prices are very firm without advancing. Business for 
the last half of 1907 is increasing and is likely to be the 
feature for the next few weeks. There is no indication what- 
ever of a falling off in consumption in any important line, 
and this is in the face of a number of furnaces which 
have been forced to bank on account of lack of supply of 
raw material or have gone out of blast for repairs due to 
the physical strain of a continued run at high pressure. It 
is reported that more than three-fourths of the Bessemer 
iron available for delivery through the second quarter of 
next year has been contracted for. 

“The car shortage, or rather lack of motive power, which 
has prevailed since last summer, continues and is becom- 
ing more serious daily. This may be said to be the greatest 
detriment in the present situation. Producers and con- 
sumers alike are suffering equally in this failure of the 
third party to handle in any adequate way the business 
presented to them. In both North and South, particularly 
the latter, in pig iron, coal and coke trade equally, this 
interference is being most strongly felt. At some points 
there is a congestion of loaded cars which may almost be 
said to assume the proportions of the famous Pittsburg 
blockade of a few years ago. _ 

“The heavy buying of foreign iron by Germany and 
other countries beside ourselves has reduced the supply of 
English and Scotch iron to a minimum and the prices have 
soared in consequence. It is now impossible to buy English 
or Scotch pig iron within 50 cents or $1 per ton ofthe prices at 
which the bulk of the iron now afloat has been sold. In 
speaking of buying of British pig iron by Germany our 
competitor in this trade, the German iron and steel in- 
dustries, in common with every branch of manufacture in 
the empire, are experiencing an unusually busy and pros- 
perous year. The condition of manufacturers in_ these 
trades may be likened to the majority of those of the United 
States, and it is reported that the same traffic conditions 
are prevailing on the state railroads of Germany as are 
now such a hamper in this country. The business activity 
in all directions is having the inevitable result of curtailing 
the labor supply, with consequent cutting off of production 
in certain lines of manufacture, which make it necessary to 
buy in England as we have been doing. 

“Coke continues active and prices are firm. There was 
slight increase in production in the Connellsville field last 
week, but not enough to influence conditions generally. What 
between labor shortage and car supply, the life of the coke 
producer is most unfortunate.”
